therefore no legal divorce could be granted by 
any Court in Indiana; the plaintiff, Mrs. Dorcas 1 
Poweli, was then the ligitimate wife of Owen R j 
Powell, and the Circuit Court over which he pre ; 
sided had no power to decree a divorce. 

Tlie result of the trial placed .Mr. Powell in ! 
rather uu unpleasant predicament, for according j 
to the decision of uu Indiana Court he had tu>o 
wives, though a Kentucky Court allowed him but ! 
one. This decision of Judge Moore may deter 
others from committing the same illegal act.

President If nclinnan’* Fetter to Kob- I 
ert .1 . \\ alker. 

The much talked of letter of the President 
to Robert J. AYalker, while Governor of Kan- 
sas, was brought out by theCovode Investiga- 
ting Committee, and annexed is the document 
in full: 

Washington, July 12, lb57, 

Mv Dear Sir: — I duly received your letter of 
I 28th ultimo, on Friday lust, and read it lo the 
. Cabi et then in session. The views which it con- 
tained were not calculated to assure us of your 
success though we did not despond. Hence you 
mav judge with «h t satisfaction an account of 
the proceedings of the National Democratic Con 
vention held at Leconipton on the 'Id inst., was 
received. The point on which your own success 
depends is the subm.ssion of the Constitution to 
the people of Kansas, and by the people I mean, 
and I have no doubt you mean, the actual bona 
fide residents, who have been long enough in 1 he 
Territory to identify themselves with its fate. 
Trie Legislature determined three months as the 
period to entitle individuals to vote for or against 
the Constitution. It appeals to me this would 
be reasonable. On the question of submitting 
the Constitution to the bona fide residents of Kan 
sa«, 1 arn willing to stand or fall. It is tlie prin- 
ciple of the Kansas- Nebraska bill, the principle of 
popular sovereignty, and the principle at the 
foundation of all popular Governments. The more 
it is discussed the stronger it « ill become. Should 
the Convention adopt this principle, all will he 
sottl d harmoniously, and, with the blessing of 
Prov deuce, you w ill return triumphantly from 
your arduous, important, and responsible station 
The strictures of the Georgia and Mis-issippi 
Conventions will then pass away and be forgotten 
In regard lo Georgia, our news from that State is 
becoming better everyday. We have not vet 
had lime to hear much from Mississippi. Should 
you answer the resolution of the latter, I would 
advise you to make the great principle of the 
submission of th * Constitution to bona fide resi- 
dents of Kansas conspicuously prominent. On 
this you will fie irresistible. With the question 
of climate, every person is acquainted; and the 
more you insist upon this the less will our oppo- 
nents urge that we are violating the principle of 
non interference as the foundation of the Kansas- 
Nebrask* bill. It is strange that people at a dis- 
tance, who have no practical acquaintance with j 
ih ■ condition of Kansas, should undertake to be 
wiser than those on the spot. It is beyond all 
question the true policy to build up a great Dem- 
ocratic party there to maintain the Constitution 
and laws, c^ mp >«ed of Pro Slavery and Free State 
Democrats, and if the majority should be against 
Slavery, to obtain such constitutional provMo.i as 
will secure the rights of slaveholders in Missouri 
and other States, and maintain all laws guarding 
the just rights of the South. You are right in 
your conjecture ns to the cause of Judge Wil 
limns’ appointment. We supposed it would be 
peculiarly acceptable to yourself, and that he 
might aid ia carrying out your policy. 

Col Gumming has been appointed Governor of 
Utah. This will cause his place to be vacant nf 
ter the brief period required for settling un his 
I usiness, and I certainly shall be disposed to fill it 
by the appointment of Mr. Stevens. Gen Har- 
ney has been ordered to command the expedition 
to Utah, but we must contrive to have him with 
you, at least until you are out of the woods. Kan- 
sas is vastly more important at the present mo- 1 
inent than Utah. The pressure upon me contin- 
ues without intermission. I pray that the Divine 
Providence in which I place my trust may gra- 
ciously preserve my life and health until the end 
of mv term; but God’* will be done in any event ! 
With every sentiment of esteem, I remain always 
siticerelv vourt,

Mr. SIMM S said: 

Mr. Speaker: l do not know that the opinion 
of one ol thit order of Social philosopher^ de 
uoniina eil bachelors -^ by wav, l suppose, «d dif- 
ference and distinction -— dimiid be regarded <s «>I 
iuuc*ti value in the discussion ot a question like 
ill* «me under consideration. 

Pr ctically, it cannot be expected that they 
should know anything about conjugal rights to 
conjugal wrongs; while, theoretically, their ar- 
dent Uncie* — lor all bachelors are deeply imbued 
with poetic sentiment upon this subject — may 
overleap the re lily, and color in uniiatutal hue

But, sir, since gentlemen wh » b 1 mg to the 
in urimi) dial state liud so much difficulty in the 
solution ol this questin, liny uni not est emit 
ungracious or obtrusive should those who occupy 
the position of disinterested observers in the 
premises, venture a peaceful and probably an 
ii v i liable suggestion. The principles involved n 
this bill, aii'i the kindred subjects to which they 
rtl »te, make it one of the highest moment and 
interest. This bdl proposes, os,en*ib > , to pie 
serine penalties for the puin-hiuem ot the crime 
of polygamy, **r bigamv, in the Territories ol tlu 
Unitcil Stales. Its real purpose is to reach this 
offense in the Territory of U< ah, where it. is prae- 
t.ee l, as an abomination in the sight of God and 
man, wiih wen and undisguised impunity, in the 
very lace of the Federal authorities. It is in 
ten ied to prevent this crime on the part of the 
inh .bit ants o| that Territory, who, on account ol 
their peculiar iu^t unions, have already set up in 
open rebellion to the Government ol the United 
States. 

1 intend to vote h>r this bill, or one like it that 
has for its object the complete and S|*v? iy eradi 
cation ot this evil. 

During this discussion peculiar positions have 
been assumed, and peculiar arguments have been 
advanced in deleuse of th-i-e positions.

Mr. KEITT. Will my friend bom Kentucky I 
tell me from what clause of the Constitution h« 
has been reading? 

Mr. SIMMS. 1 a,n reading from the Died 
Scott decision. 

Mr. KEITT Oh! I thought it was from t* 
Constitution. The gentleman finds the power in . 
the Drcd Scott decision, not in the Constitution. 

Mr. SIMMS. Yes, sir; hut that is the next 
thing to the Constitution; and, if anything, a 
slight improvement on it. Its doctrines sound e | 
so much like the Constitution that my friend from 
South Carolina, familiar as he is with that instru- J 
rnent, f«»r the moment thought I was reading from j 
the Constitution. 

Here, sir, you will perceive that the highest ju j 
dicia 1 tribunal of this Government has determined i 
the existence of this power, with its constitution- I 
al limitations. 

If this bill proposed to abridge any personal I 
right of the citizen, or in any manner, directly oi j 
indirectly, to interfere with hi* right of property 
or any other right guarantied by the Constitution, ' 
it would be violative of tint instrument, and could 
never receive inv vote. 1 held the Constitution | 
sa red. Were it in my power, no irreverent hand , 
should touch it; no voice of faction should assail 
it. 1 would elevate it above the passions of the 
hour. I would guard it with a mighty national 
sentiment as a holy thing, that would shield it 
from die attacks of fanaticism and dangerou i con j 
struction. But, sir, this bill involves no such prin I 
ciple. It proposes solely to prescribe penalties 
against a wrong that 1ms been declared a crime by j 
i he common law in every Christian country, and ! 
punished as a felony by every State in this Union. 

This brings me to the position assumed, an 
the argument adduced, bv the gentleman from , 
Tennessee, [Mr. KtheriUge J 

i he Jisiiiijiiislird gentleman from Tennessee 
occupies ft different relation to this measure Loin 
the one occupied bv the gentleman from South 
Carolina. lie favors its passage, and will cast his 
vote forit. He does not denv the constitutional i, 
power of Congre J s to pass tins act ; he admits its 
I power to do so; but declares that to vote forit is 
Constitution to pass such an act; and to vole tor to concede or recognize the power of Congie-s to 



this lull may be to surrender a vital principle, 
avl.ich may bi u-ed lor sinister pnrpo es by the en- 
emies of the eon tuutiunal rights of the people 
ol the southern States. This I understand to be 
the position of the distinguished gentleman tram 
South Carolina. (Mr. Keitt.) He is opposed to 
this bill, and will resist, by his vote, its passage 
in this House. 

Then, lias Congress power, under the Constitu- 
tion. to p tss this bill? I maintain that it h s. 
The same provision in the Constitution that gives 
to ihe Federal Government the tight to acquire 
territory, invests it with power, subject to the liin 
nation- of the Constitution, to pass laws for its 
government. The exta-ci-e of this power must 
extend only to the enactment of such law s as are 
necessary tor the protection of the citi/.en who 
may go imo the Territories, in Ilia rights of per 
anti and his rights ot property. There is no way 
to accomplish this, except to pass law- for the 
punishment of c.itoes and offenses again-t these 
rights, and that is what is proposed ill this bill. 
While Congress has no power to pass any law 
abridgin'* m,v personal right, or impairing or in- 
terposing' w ill, any righ ol pioperty.il has power, 
an I is bound by every obligation of duty tc ex* 
erci-e it in the enactment of laws necessary for 
the protection ot every right of life, liberty, «»r 
property. What are the personal right* ot the 
citizen, as defined, or rather reserved, under the 
C institution? Ti.ey arc more specifically enumer- 
ated iu the several amendments to that instru- 
ment. They are, the right t> bear arms; the 
right of free speech and a free press; the right to 
free conscience; the right peaceably to assemble 
and petition lor redress ot grievances; the right 
to be secure in their persons, houses, papers, and 
effects again -t unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures; ti e right of trial by jurv; the right to be 
confronted with hiA accusers and witness again-t 
against him m all criminal proceedings; not to 
be a witness against himself; and the right not to 
be deprived of life, liberty, or property, without 
due process of law These, sir, are the highest 
right- of the American citizen. They are rights 
deemed too sacred for abridgment or interference 
by any power in this Government. They are 



legislate upon nil subjects in the Territories, sla- 
very included. 

The logic of the position of the gentleman from 
Tennessee D, that he holds that Congress has 
power to legislate upon all subjects in the Terri 
tories, slavery included; and in voting for tlii -* 
bdl, lie is willing for Congress to exercise that 
pow er. 

In enforcing this position, he assumes two 
grounds of argument, which he esteem- aivconolu* 
si ve in the premises. The first is, that for Con 
gross to undertake to pass a law for he punish 
ment of polygamy or bigamy in ihe Territor es 
of the United States, is to legislate “again-t a 
dome-tic relation.” That the domestic relations, 
as defined by the common law, are those of pa- 
rent and child, hu-band and wife, guardian and 
ward, mister and servant, or piaster and slave 
ills second ground of argument is, that :i hush in t 
has property in the services of his wife by the 
! common law; and hence, if Congress has power to 
1 legis'ate against our domestic relation, as be 
| tween husband and wife, it has power to legislate 
against another domestic relation — is between 
| master and slave. If it has power to interfere with 
I a husband’s right of property in the services of his 
wife, it has power to interfere with a master’s 
1 right of property in his slaves. 

I deny that this bill involves that principle or 
anything akin to it. I contend that it is the very 
converse of that principle; and instead of involv- 
ing principles destructive of domestic rights or 
rights or prope ty, it is designed to protect those 
rights by punching crimes against them. 

If I concurred in opinion with the gentleman 
from South Caro ina, or believed that this bill in- 
volved or lecognized the principle as contended 
for by the gentleman from Tennessee, I should 
vote against it. In my hi mble judgment no mem- 
ber upon tl is floor from a southern Slate, has 
assumed a position so fatal to the safety of souih 
ern institutions, as the gentleman from Tennessee 
If his position be true, there could be no escape 
from the evils embraced ir* the principles ot this 
bill, were it not that if this bill c* n ains the-e 
principles it is clearly in violation of the Con-titu- 
tion of the United States The Supreme Court 



expriB-ly roerved, and stand above its power to have already decided that Congress has no power, 
imp.iir 

Does this bill propose 'o interfere, abridge, or i 
impair, any one ot these lights? No, sir. But 
cm the-e rights be enjoyed without the protection 
of law? Is there no power in this Government 
to pass laws for the protection of these rights of 
the American citizen in the Territories of the 
United States? When he goes there does he 
forfeit the protective power of the Government? 

Do ns Constitution and laws no longer -Field him 
from wrong? U he in a state of nature, and be- 
yond the control and protection of our civiliza- | 
tiou mid institution-? What was the Govern j 
cnetit created for? Is it in tiwth worse than an 
entity? If the Government ol the United States ! 
cannot exerei-e this jurisdiction, what other Gov- 
ernment can? The Territory is our-, and the 
Constitution extends over it the instant 't is ac- 
quired. Can an American citizen live in the Ter- | 
ritories, where that Constitution extends, and yet i 
have no rights of protection from the Govern- 
ment created by it, for liie, liberty, or property? 

Do you tell me. sir, that the Federal Government 
his power to -end the Army of the United States 
upon the frontiers, and the right to u-e the Feder- 
al Treasury of ihe nation, for the imri use of pro- : 
tectiug the life and property of the citizen, ami j 
yet has no power by military or civil law to pun- I 
mil mutiny, rebellion, or ihurder, in that Army, { 
or murder, theft, or robbery on the part of the ; 
resident citizen of such Territory. 

I repeat, how can the Government of die Uni 
ted Siateg maintain subordination in its armies, or ; 
protect the righ a of its citizens — the very pur- | 
po-e ,or which it was ordained and establish'd — i 
unless it pass laws tor the enforcen ent of this 
subordination, and ti e piim-hnient of offenses 
,*ga ust the-e rights? The Federal Government 
h s no more power to pass a military law to pun- 
ish offenses in the Army ol the United State- I 
e hen in the Territories, than it has to pass a civil 
law ,:!*r the punishments of offences and crimes by I 
the citizens of the Territory. Will the gentle ! 
tlenian from South Carolina rise iu his place a id 
way that Congress his no power to pass military 
1 iws for the government of ihe Army of the 
United States when in the Territories? Who has 
ever questioned this p iwer? How can you main- 
tain y Mir armies without law? Power iu both 
c ises emanates alike from the Constitution, and 
yet in neither case can this power !>e exercised for 
the oppression or destruction of the rights of the 
soldier or citizen, except as provided in the 
Constitution. The power, then, of Congress to 
legislate for the Territories grows out ot the 
power of the Government to acquire territory, 
an I the duties and relations the Government 
bears to the citizens of the United States who 
compose it, and who created it, not as a splendid 
entity, but as an organized, vital, active protecting 
power around and ab »ut them. But this power is 
not an unlimited or undefined power. It is both 
limited and defined by the Constitution. That 
this power to legislate for the Territories does 
exist, with its constitutional 1 mitntions, ha- been 
affn med bv the Supreme Court of the United 
States. I read from Howard's Reports, vol. 19. 

Tina decision was rendered iu the Died Scott 
case, where this whole question wa9 considered 
and determined. The court said: 



“At the time when the territory in question 
wa 1 obtained by cession from France, it contained 
no population lit to be associated io nether and 
admitted as a State: and it therefere was abso- 
lutely necessary to hold no— ession of it, a- a ter- 
ritory belonging to the United States, until it was 
settled and inhabited by a civilized community, 
capable «>f self government and in a condition 
to be admitted, on equal term-* with the other 
St if.es, as a member f the Union.” * * * * 

“Bat, until ill t time arrive-, it i< undoubtedly 
necvsH.iry that some government should be est.tb 
lishe J in order to orgauizc society, and to protect have in the services of his legal wife? Does it pro- 



lie - directly or indirc t v. to pas : any law im 
pairing th< citizen’s right of person or his right of] 
property, slavery included, in any of the Teirito- 
ries of the United States. 

If this bill, then, is an exercise of that pow er, 
or involves a principle that would lead, by indi- 
rection, to the exercise of that on the part of j 
Congress, it would he a plain violation of the Con 
Btiiution to pass it; and if passed, would be a dead 
letter upon the statute-book, wherever the issue 
ua- made before any judicial tribunal. 

N»w, sir, let u> examine the gentleman’s argu- 
ments and apply them to the principle of this bill, 
and see if they will sustain the gentleman’s posi- 
tion, that its passage will be a concession of the 
p over of Congress to “legislate upon all subjects 
hi the Territories,” slavery includ'd. Hi* takes 
the position that whoever votes f-»r this bill con- 
cedes the power of the Federal Government to 
interfere with the relations of master ami slave in 
the Territories. Iu order that I may not miarep 
resent the position of the gentleman, I will read 
from his speech, delivered in this House two days 
■- 

“Now I am favoring this measure I admit, with 
a perfect consciousness of all the legal conse- 
quences faiily involved in the passage of the 
bill 

“But there is not only an important prinoiplc 
in this bill as well as a great duty to perform. — 
That principle I have already briefly referred to; i 
and it might as well be stated now as hereafter, 
that the Republicans will not only claim the 
chief merit of the passage of the bill, but 
they will point to i* in after times as a direct 
legislative admission of the power of Congress 
over the domestic affairs of the p op ** of the or- 
ganized Territories, including tit ro 8 iverv.” 

H * * * * * ' * 

“We are told here, day by day, that the Con- 
stitution of the United States recognizes slavery. 
It has been repeated over ami over a/ain, until 
the superficial hearer supposes that there is an 
express guarantee in the Federal Comaitution in 
regard to shivery. Now, sir, I am ready- to mi ill 
rain that the Constitution of the United .States 
does not recognize slavery, or guaranty slavery, 
any more than it recognizes or guaranties the re- 
lation of husband and wife, or parent and child. 

“Until within the last few years, the right of 
the husband to chastise the wife for good cause 
was recognized iu many of the States as a com- 
mon low righ ; and now, wherever the com 
mon law prevails, his right to her labor and to all 
her earuiurs is s'. ill recognized as unqualifiedly as 
the right of the mas er to the earnings of the 
slave; and it must not be forgotten that the com- 
mon law was in force in all the States wlnn the 
Federal Constitution was adopted. I say, there- 
fore, that the right recognized by the Constitu- 
,i »n of property in slaves is almost identical with 
ihe right recognized by the same instrument of, 
the lather or master to the apprentice or the : 
child, or of the hu-band to the custody, the labor, 
and the earnings of the wife.” * * * 

* * “I maintain that this bill concedes 

too much for that class of southern politicians 
who m lintain that the Constitution carries slavery i 
imo all the organized Territories, whether the 
people of such Territories favor it or oppose it, ! 
and that it is the duty of Congress to legislate ' 
for it, anil to m tint tin it — slavery — there, with- 
out any regard whatever to the popular will. — 
As this bill concedes the right or power of Con- 
gress to legislate against a domestic institution, I 
propose, I sav, to extend the application, and see 
whether the poisoned chalice may not be com 
mended to their own lina.” 

Now, sir, I admit thit, by the common law, a 
husband was supposed to have property in the ser 
vices ot his wile. But, sir, does this bill pr »p< se 
to dispossess the husband of any right he may 



pose in any respect to interfere with the dome-tic 
relation of husbarui and wile? By the common 
law, or by an\ statute law ol any Christian State, 
cun this relation exist between more than one 
man and one woman at the same time? Can one 
man bear legal conjugal relations to two women 
al the same lime? Can he have property ill the 
services of both? Can both succeed to ihe right 
oi dower in his estate? Can ihe children of both 
succeed as heirs to Ins estate? The gentleman 
says he is a good lawyer. Can he find any law 
fur this? No, sir. The marriage relation, by 
every law of every Christian country, has been 
defined to he a civil contract between one man 
and one woman; and for either party to violate ; 
this contract or rel at ion, by marrying again during 
ihe existence of this legal relation, th< t act of 
violation was a wrong within itself , and was made 
a crime by law, punishable with fines and pe: al 
ties. This has been the law, l repeat, ol every 
civilized Christian State for near two thousand 
years. 

This legal marriage relation establishes per- 
sonal rights and personal interest which no legis- 
lative tribunal under our form of government, nor 
the pit-ties themselves at their mete will and 
plea-ure, can divest or destroy. The wile owes 
obedience to the hu-band and the husband protec- 
tion to t Ii e wjjfe, and both owe protection and 
care to their childreii^This relation lies at the 
very foundation of our whole social system. It 
regulates our laws of descent; it determines the i 
tenure of estates. It is the f> undalion-rock of 
our civil and religious fabric. And, sir, when we 
undertake to punish a crime against this relation, 
are we to be told we are interfering with this re- 
lation — “with the hu.-bind’s right of properly in 
his wile’s service*?” This law is to protect this 
relation; to protect the personal rights of husband, 
wile, and childien that grow out ol it. Has a 
man the same right property in the services of 
his second wife, if his first marriage relation still 
cxisis, that a master has in his slave 7 Is she his 
wife al all, m legal signification? No, sir. Then 
the gentleman’s argument falls to the ground. 
Instead of a man having property in two wives 
at the same lime, by committing b gamy or po 
lygamy, the State Ins property in his liberty, in 
his services as a felon, for the violation of this 
relation.

Letter from John Morrissey — II is Visit to Say- 
ers and his Opinion of Ilis Towers. 

John Morrissey writes from London, on the 
29th ult., as follows: 

On Wednesday I took a run down to New 
market to see Sayers at his training quarters.

only, but he very positively said he should not 
hurry himself, and etaid, as I tell you, till alter 
ten. 

The next morning I took breakfast with him, 
as also did Mr. Berghaus, an artist, who was sent 
out in the same ship with me by Frank Leslie to 
illustiate the fight. Sayers good naturedly strip- 
ped for him, and “put up his hands” that he 
might make a good likeness of him, and showed 
him everything from his fighting shoes to the 
buttons of his shirt.

His svstem of training is d flVrent from that of 
any man you ever heard of — no sparring, no 
fighting of bags, no nonsense of any sort, and he 
does *t any and all times, pretty much what he feels 
like doing at the moment. Next week I shall prob- 
ably go down to Newmarket to remain with him 
until the fight, and as I have got a little more 
flesh on me than I want, I hall not object to 
taking a part of his work with him day in and 
dav out, till the great tvt nt comes off.

How a Bona was Extracted from a Man s 
Throat— Good Common Sense Prac- 
tice. 

To those who are acquainted with the anatomy 
of the human throat, we in ed not say that « t,e of 
the most difficult operation* in surgery is to ex- 
tinct therefrom a buue which is securely lodged 
low down in the pharynx. A well-to-do farmer in 
tfie interior of the State, a few years since, was 
so unfortunate as to have a small, ugly -shaped, 
sharp-pointed piece of hone securely lodged low 
down in his throat during a meal. All his own, 
his wife’s, and his family's efforts to dislodge it 
were unavailing. Ho sent for his family physi- 
cian. He could not succeed. Counsel was call- 
ed, with no better success. At Iasi a celebrated 
surgeon, from a neighboring c.tv, was sent for. 
All the neighboring physicians, to the number of 
some dozen, were present to see the operation.' 

The surgeon tried Ins forceps, but couldn’t 
seize the bone. He tiled his blunt hooks with no 
better success He tried his sharp-pointed hook, 
making the blood How freely, but still tne bone 
would not move. He give up iu despair of re- 
moving it through the mouth. After consulta- 
tion if was resolved, as the man could not live 
many days unless the bone was removed, to oper- 
ate through the esophagus, in the upper purl of 
which they supposed it to he lodged. 

As they were about to proceed in the opera- 
tion, which they admitted to be extremely dan- 
gerous and painful, a i eighboring woman, who 
wa*» noted for her lively disposition, garrulity, and 
good common sense, entered the room, and not 
having the fear of the doctors, nor their fearful 
looking instruments, which were being arranged 
on the table, before her eyes, she exclaimed 
“ fliti -tit v, what are you doing? Are you going 
to kill the man/” They explained to her the 
necessity of the opeiatit n, aud assured her that 
iu no other way Could the bone be removed. — 
“And do you think that I believe that?” says 
site. “I know better, and so does any one who 
has got common sense. 1 can remove the bone 
without using such horrid looking knives as 
these!” The doctors assured her that they should 
he happy to see her try the experiment. She told 
them that she would do it readily, if the farmer 
was w illing, but they shouldn’t see how it was 
done The farmer gladly assented to any thing 
which would save the use of the horrid instru- 
ments. She called for five or six pounds of fresh 
butter, which the good farm wile happened to 
have on hand. She then began to work the but- 
ter into balls of about half a pound each , drove 
every one from the room, and closed the window 
shutters, so t at no one could see her operations 
from the outside. She ordered the farmer to get 
up and strip in nudis natnralibus, and get down 
upon his elbows and knees near the hearth, and 
enjoined him to retain that position until the op- 
eration was over. 

She then took her position some six feet behind 
him, where he could plainly see her bv looking 
between his knees. “Now,” s.iid she, brace 
yourself well, for I shall hit j'ou so hard and so 
rapidly with tlie?-e balls of fresh but'er that I 
shall knock that bone clear out on the hearth!” 
and she immediately c on me. iced the bombard- 
ment. The novelty, the mode, and the sudden- 
ness of the attack producing a fii of laughter, > c- 
companied with couching, so violently that, aid- 
ed by his position, his head being 'he lowest, he 
threw tho bone out upon the hearth. Picking it 
up, she remarked. “ here, 1 knew I could get it 
out without ball trying; and so could these doc- 
tors, if they had had common sen-e ”

B Y direction of the Governor of the Stale, tho at- 
tention of the proper civil officers is called to the 
following provisions of the new Military Law, which 
relate to the enrollment of the whole body of the 
; .Militia, viz : 

article ii. 

“$ 1. The Enrolled Militia shall consist of nil able- 
bodied white male persons between the agog of eigh- 
teen and forty-five year', who may bo citizens or res- 
idents of the State, except person- who have served 
not Kss than five y ears in tne Army or Navy of the 
United States, persons who may be active luembers 
of the Volunteer Militia, and persons already exempt 
from military service by the laws of the United Mates 
; or of this State. 

2. It shall be the duty of the assessors to pre- 
' pan* a list annually of all persons liable to be enrol I - 
1 ed. living within their respect ive limits; and they shall 
annually mnkoout a roll or list of all such names, and 
place it, before the first day of .1 tine, in the hands of 
the clerk of the county court of the county in winch 
such persona live; and it shall be tho duty of every 
such clerk, immediately thereafter, torecord said roll 
i or list of names, in a book to be provided for that 
; purpose, in the same manner as other books of record 
•are provided; and such record shall be deemed a suf- 

I ficient notification to all persons whose names arc , |:J v „„ aiU( ., lMV

In other re- 
spects, and with the exceptions previously mention- 
ed herein, existing companies will comply with the 
regulations which have reference to new associa- 
tions. 

1»L In mustering companies into the State Guard 
priority will be given, when prnctiaftble, to existing 
companies, ami to the dates of application; but it 
results from the dispersed condition of the compa- 
nies that this rule must be often violated. For the 
same reason there must be considerable delay in 
mu -tering some of (lie more distant companies into 
the Guard. Such companies are assured, however, 
that every means will Ik- taken to expedite the data 
of their complete organization. The delay can be 
profitably employed by them in the demon tar.- drill 
of tho school of the soldier.

“$ 7. For the purpose of organizing the Enrolled 
Militia, each county shall be considered a regimental 
district; and all existing military districts and offices 
tberoin are hereby abolished. 

H. At tho first annual election held after the 
pas-age of this act, a Colonel and Lieut. Col uiel shall 
he elected by the persons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, in the same manner, and at 
tho same time and places, and under the same forms, 
that civil officers are chosen at said election; and the 
result of the election for such Colonel and Lieuten- 
ant Colonel shall be certified by the boArd of exam- 
iners to the Adjutant General of the State; and in 
the event of a vacancy occurring or existing in cith- 
er of said offices, it shall be filled iu the same man- 
ner ns is ahovo provided, ut the next ensuing annual 
election ; but the Comma nder-in Chief shall have 
authority to order a special election to fill such va- 
cancy.” 

Ttie objects of the above sections of the law are, 
firstly, to obtain a full enrollment of the entire Mili- 
tia of the State, with ft view of enabling the Adju- 
tant General to make a complete return to the goner - 
eral government, as a basis on which to draw our full 
quota of anus; and, secondly to provide, by the elec- 
tion of proper officers in every county, for a complete 
organization of the Enrolled Militia into compan- 
ies bat tall ions, and regiments. The assessors will use 
everv means to make their lists as complete as possi- 
ble. and the county clerk* are desired to make their 
returns to my office ns soon as practicable alter en- 
rollment. The HCtuul number ot persons enrolled, 
and not tho names, will be reported by the county 
clerks to my office. 

Section 2of Article IV makes it the special duty of 
the Adjutant General to sec that the ‘'offices of 
Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel iu each regimental 
district shall be constantly filled.’’
